PROPOSED  AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  GILSUM  ZONING  ORDINANCE. 


Amendment  1 . 


Article  II,  A,  10.   Change  "...minimum 
ground  floor  area  of  450  square  feet"  to 
"minimum  ground  floor  area  of  600  square 
feet .  " 


Amendment  2 . 


Article  II,  A,  11.   Change  "No  lot  shall  be 
less  than  one  acre"  to  "No  lot  shall  be 
less  than  two  acres." 


Amendment  3 • 


Article  V,  C.   Change  to  read  as  follows: 
"The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  issue  the 
initial  permits  in  response  to  any  and  all 
requests  for  building  permits  when  such 
permits  are  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance.  Such  initial 
permits  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Building  Inspector  and  shall  be  issued 
in  triplicate.  The  applicant  shall  receive 
two  copies,  and  it  shall  be  his  responsi- 
bility to  deliver  one  copy  to  the  Building 
Inspector  for  final  approval.  After  a  per- 
mit has  been  issued,  the  Building  Inspector 
or  his  duly  authorized  representative  shall 
have  the  power  to  enter,  at  a  reasonable 
time,  upon  any  public  or  private  property 
for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  and  inves- 
tigating conditions  relating  to  the  enforce- 
ment of  this  ordinance." 


Amendment  4. 


Article  V,  D.   Change  to  read  as  follows: 
After  passage  of  this  ordinance,  it  shall  be 
unlawful  to  erect,  alter,  relocate  or  de- 
molish any  building  in  any  district  without 
first  obtaining  a  permit.  No  building  shall 
be  occupied  until  it  has  been  inspected 
and  approved  by  the  Building  Inspector  or 
his  duly  authorized  representative  and  a 
certificate  of  occupancy  shall  have  been 


issued.  In  the  case  of  occupancy  of  a 
building  during  construction,  a  temporary 
permit  may  be  issued  for  a  period  not  to 
exceed  one  year." 

Amendment  5  •   Add  Section  XIII,  G:   "It  shall  be  unlawful 
for  any  person  to  move  a  mobile  home  into 
or  out  of  the  Town  of  Gilsum  without  first 
obtaining  a  permit  from  the  Board  of 
Selectmen.  Taxes  must  be  paid  before  a 
removal  permit  can  be  issued.  This  section 
does  not  apply  to  a  mobile  home  which  passes 
through  town  in  transit  both  from  and  to 
another  town. " 

Amendment  6.   Does  the  Town  vote  to  discontinue  a  certain 
section  of  Bond  Road,  so  called,  from  the 
point  of  connection  to  the  Surry  Road,  so 
called,  to  a  distance  of  approximately 
550 '  feet?  Said  road  to  become  a  portion 
of  Corner  Lot  (to  be  numbered  later)   of 
the  Town  Farm  subdivision,  as  accepted  by 
the  Planning  Board .

Article  I,  line  3-   After  "He  (the  building 
inspector)  shall  receive  applications."  add 
"after  preliminary  approval  by  the  Board

Amendment  2.   Article  II  states:   "No  building  construc- 
tion shall  be  started}  no  alterations  of 
existing  buildings  of  an  estimated  cost  of 
more  than  $500  undertaken. . .  until  a  permit 
thereof  has  been  issued..."  Change  $500. 
to  $2,000. 

Amendment  3«   Article  II.   Add:  All  chimney  or  electrical 
construction  shall  require  a  permit  what- 
ever the  cost. 

Amendment  4.   Article  III  states:   "No  application  for  a 
permit  required  by  this  ordinance  shall 
receive  action  by  the  Building  Inspector 
unless  it  Is  made  in  writing."  Add:  "and 
has  received  initial  approval  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen." 


Amendment  5-   Article  III,  line  7«   Change  "A  fee  of  one 

dollar  shall  be  paid  to  the  Building  Inspec- 
tor for  each  permit  issued"  to:  "A  fee  of 
$10  shall  be  paid  to  the  Building  Inspector 
for  each  permit  issued . "

REPORT  1982 

The  Library  now  has  more  than  ten  thousand  books  in 
addition  to  books  rented  from  the  McNaughton  Book  Service, 
borrowed  from  the  Keene  Public  Library,  and  those  loaned 
by  the  State  Library.  The  latter  now  arrive  by  van,  the 
Bookmobile  having  been  discontinued  as  too  expensive. 
While  this  change  has  little  effect  on  our  library, 
libraries  in  general  are  seriously  threatened  by  proposed 
cuts  in  the  State  budget  which  endanger  not  only  loans 
to  libraries  but  services  to  the  handicapped,  including 
Talking  Books,  and  the  educational  efforts  which  provide 
for  training  of  librarians  at  no  expense  to  the  towns. 
Your  librarian  has  taken  two  courses  this  year,  one  on 
reference  work  and  one  on  children's  programs.  Both  have 
been  very  valuable. 

It  was  with  regret  that  the  resignation  of  Merrilyn 
Johnson  as  Trustee  was  accepted.  Merrilyn  has  served  the 
Library  for  many  years  -  as  librarian,  as  trustee  and  as 
fund  raiser.  Her  services  have  been  much  appreciated. 
Raymond  Parker  agreed  to  fill  out  the  balance  of  her  term. 

In  addition  to  adding  258  new  books,  the  Library  has 
purchased  a  new  encyclopedia,  World  Book,  which  has 
already  proven  its  usefulness  as  a  reference  source  for 
junior  high  and  high  school  students.  An  electric  type- 
writer has  been  purchased  which  will  facilitate  the 
cataloging  of  books.  Cataloging  is  a  never  ending  task 
in  which  we  have  been  fortunate  to  have  the  continued  help 
of  Mrs.  Irene  Streeter,  Retired  Senior  Volunteer. 

There  was  a  summer  program  in  which  twenty  four 
children  participated.  Edith  Hasbrouck  prepared  a  poster 
representing  a  mountain  with  two  paths  to  the  top.  There 
were  fifteen  stations  on  each  path,  each  representing  the 
reading  of  a  book.  Participation  was  enthusiastic,  and  it 
is  planned  to  have  a  similar  program  in  1983. 

The  Library  has  served  as  a  base  for  the  blood 
pressure  screening  program  provided  by  Home  Health  Care 
and  Community  Services.  The  nurse  is  here  twice  a  month 
on  Wednesday  afternoons  and  all  Gilsum  residents  are 
eligible  and  welcome. 

Library  hours  are  unchanged:  1:30  -  3  '•  30  P.M.  on 
Mondays,  Tuesdays  and  Wednesdays;  6:00  -  8:00  P.M. 
Wednesdays  and  Thursdays;  10  A.M.  -  12  Noon  Saturdays.

Within  the  boundaries  of  the  100-year  flood  area  as 
designated  on  the  Flood  insurance  Rate  Maps  and  the  Flood 
Boundary  and  Floodway  Maps,  dated  April  15,    1981  on  file 
with  the  Town  Clerk,  Planning  Board  and  Building  Inspec- 
tor, and  excluding  the  floodway  designated  on  the  same 
maps  (in  which  no  mobile  homes  are  permitted): 

A.   Mobile  homes  shall  be  anchored  to  resist  flota- 
tion, collapse,  or  lateral  movement  by  providing 
over-the-top  and  fream  ties  to  ground  anchors. 
Specific  requirements  shall  be  that  (a)  over- 
the-top  ties  be  provided  at  each  of  the  four 
corners  with  two  additional  ties  per  side  at 
intermediate  locations,  and  mobile  homes  less 
than  50  feet  long  shall  require  one  additional 
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tie  per  side:  (b)  frame  ties  be  provided  at  each 
corner  with  five  additional  ties  per  side  at 
intermediate  points  and  mobile  homes  less  than 
50  feet  long  shall  require  four  additional  ties 
per  side;  (c)  all  components  of  the  anchoring 
system  shall  be  capable  of  carrying  a  force  of 
4,800  pounds;  and  (d)  any  additions  to  the  mobile 
homes  be  similarly  anchored . 
B.   In  zones  "Al  through  A10,"  for  new,  substantial- 
ly improved  or  expanded  mobile  home  parks,  and 
for  mobile  home  placement  not  in  existing  mobile 
home  parks,  the  Building  Inspector  Shall  require 
that: 

a.  Stands  or  lots  are  elevated  on  compacted 
fill  or  on  pilings  so  that  the  lowest  floor 
of  the  mobile  home  will  be  at  the  base 
flood  level: 

b.  Adequate  surface  drainage  and  access  for  a 
hauler  are  provided :  and 

c.  In  the  instance  of  elevation  on  pilings ; 

1.  lots  are  large  enough  to  permit  steps; 

2.  piling  foundations  are  placed  in 
stable  soil  and  are  no  more  than  ten 
feet  apart;  and 

3.  reinforcement  is  provided  for  pilings 
that  extend  more  than  six  feet  above 
the  ground  level.

There  was  an  error  in  the  I98I  Town  Report,  on  page 
38  which  was  corrected  to  read:   AUDITOR'S  REPORT   "I  have 
examined  the  records  of  the  Town  of  Gilsum  for  the  tax 
year  1980,  and  with  the  exception  of  the  Tax  Collector's 
records,  which  were  being  audited  by  the  State  Auditor, 
to  the  best  of  my  knowledge  they  are  correct." 

The  Warrant  for  the  Town  of  Gilsum  was  properly 
served  and  posted.

Ralph  Finch  made  a  motion  to 
amend  this  article  to  read  "Capital  Reserve  Fund",  sec- 
onded by  Judy  Peter,  no  further  discussion,  voted  on  by 
a  show  of  hands,  approved  unanimously. 

k.      To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  contract  for  computer  services  for  mainte- 
nance of  its  tax  records  as  allowed  by  RSA  8-c:ll  and  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $375.00  for  this  purpose, 
or  act  in  any  manner  relating  thereto. 

Article  #4  was  moved  to  the  floor  by  Ed  Perra,  and 
seconded  by  Ralph  Finch.   Selectman  Robert  Coppo  ex- 
plained why  the  computer  system  is  needed,  and  after  some 
discussion  it  was  voted  on  by  a  show  of  hands  and  appro- 
ved unanimously. 


5.   To  receive  the  report  of  the  Budget  Committee  to 
raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  defray  Town  expenses;  and  act  in  any  manner 
relating  thereto.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  apply  for,  accept  and  expend  money  from 
state,  federal  or  other  governmental  unit  or  a  private 
source  which  "becomes  available  during  the  year  in  accor- 
dance with  the  procedures  set  forth  in  RSA  31:95-b. 

Article  #6  was  moved  to  the  floor  by  Ralph  Finch,  and 
seconded  by  Peter  Palmer.  There  being  no  discussion,  it 
was  voted  on  by  a  show  of  hands  and  approved  unanimously. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  to  open  new  funds  that  may  arise 
during  the  year. 

Article  #7  was  moved  to  the  floor  by  John  Calhoun, 
and  seconded  by  Ralph  Finch.  After  some  discussion,  it 
was  voted  on  by  a  show  of  hands  and  approved  unanimously. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

Article  #8  was  moved  to  the  floor  by  Francis  Malony, 
seconded  by  Nancy  Keating,  and  voted  on  by  a  show  of  hands 
and  approved  unanimously. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  appoint  a  committee  to  take  charge  of  the 
observation  of  Memorial  Day. 

Article  #9  was  moved  to  the  floor  by  Frangcon  Jones 
and  seconded  by  Daphne  Finch,  it  was  voted  on  by  a  show 
of  hands  and  approved  unanimously. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  issue  permits,  without  charge,  for  the 
supervised  activities  held  on  the  Town  Parade  Grounds,  or 
the  Baseball  Field,  said  permits  to  include  the  erection 
of  temporary  structures. 

Article  #10  was  moved  to  the  floor  by  Jim  Young,  and 
seconded  by  Ralph  Finch.   There  being  no  discussion  it  was 
voted  on  and  approved  unanimously. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  transfer  tax  leins  and  convey  property 
acquired  by  the  Town  by  Tax  Collector's  deed  by  public 
auction  (or  advertised  sealed  bid)  or  in  such  other  manner 
as  determined  by  the  Selectmen  as  justice  may  require.

Article  #11  was  moved  to  the  floor  by  Mildred  McHoul, 
and  seconded  by  Ina  Smith.   It  was  requested  that  sales 
be  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place,  and  perhaps  in  the 
"Shopper".

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approved  unanimously. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  and 
direct  the  Selectmen  to  grant  a  cable  television  franchise 
upon  such  lawful  conditions  as  they  may  require,  to  erect, 
in  tall  and  maintain  in,  under  or  over  streets,  highways, 
and  other  public  ways  of  the  Town,  wires,  cable  and  other 
equipment  related  to  the  delivery  or  enhancement  of 
television  signals  and  other  electrical  impulses  all  in 
accordance  with  and  as  allowed  by  RSA  53-c  supp  1977. 

Article  #12  was  moved  to  the  floor  by  Judy  Peter  and 
seconded  by  Carroll  King.  This  was  voted  on  by  a  show  of 
hands  and  there  were  three  disapprovals,  and  the  article 
was  passed. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  have  the  prop- 
perty  owners  and  the  valuation  of  their  property  listed  in 
the  Town  Report  every  two  (2)  years.  (By  petition). 

Article  #13  was  moved  to  the  floor  by  Genevieve 
Lounder  and  seconded  by  Ethel  Molesky.  This  was  voted 
on  by  a  show  of  hands  and  approved  unanimously. 

Ik.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  deposit  all 
money  received  from  the  sale  of  property,  acquired  by 
tax  deed,  in  a  capital  reserve  fund,  said  money  to  be 
used  for  repair  of  the  Town  Hall.  (By  petition) 

Article  #14  was  moved  to  the  floor  by  Art  Carter  and 
seconded  by  Ralph  Finch.   John  Calhoun  suggested  that 
this  could  be  an  excessive  amount  of  money,  and  Art  Carter 
said  that  the  Town  Hall  should  have  been  fixed  years  ago. 
Selectman  Robert  Coppo  explained  that  we  should  use  pro- 
ceeds from  tax  deed  sales  so  we  won't  have  to  borrow  so 
much  money  from  the  bank.   He  also  said  we  needed  some 
realistic  figures  on  what  should  be  done  to  the  Town  Hall. 
Harriet  Commoss  then  amended  the  article  -  "To  see  if  the 
Town  will  vote  to  deposit  10%  of  all  money  received,  over 
and  above  the  cost  and  the  amount  due  for  back  taxes, 
acquired  by  tax  deed,  in  a  capital  reserve  fund,  said 
money  to  be  used  for  repair  of  the  Town  Hall. 

The  amendment  was  seconded  by  John  Calhoun,  voted 
on  by  a  show  of  hands,  and  there  being  two  disapproving 
votes,  passed  as  amended.   Volunteers  for  the  Town  Hall 
Committee  were  asked  for,  and  the  following  volunteered: 
Art  Carter,  Genevieve  Lounder,  Inez  Rohloff,  Henry 
Zuwalick,  Ralph  Finch,  and  Peter  Palmer. 

15.   To  transact  any  business  that  may  legally  come 
before  this  meeting. 
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Edie  Hasbrouck:   "I  move  that  the  Trustees  of  Gilsum 
Public  Library  be  authorized  to  accept  any  gifts  or  grants 
from  persons,  estates  or  governmental  sources."   The 
legality  of  this  motion  being  raised  now  was  questioned, 
and  Lawyer  Bradley  and  Lorraine  Racette  from  the  Depart- 
ment of  Revenue  Administration  must  be  contacted.  Subject 
to  legal  validation  it  was  voted  on  by  a  show  of  hands, 
and  approved  unanimously. 

John  Calhoun  suggested  we  thank  Ed  Perra  for  extraor- 
dinary services  to  the  Town,  and  as  he  had  gone  home  it 
should  be  sent  to  him  in  writing.   It  was  voted  on  by  a 
show  of  hands  and  approved  unanimously. 

Neda  Turek  asked  that  Town  officials  should  be  from 
the  Town.   A  non-binding  vote  was  taken  by  a  show  of 
hands,  and  there  were  four  objections  and  everyone  else 
approved . 

John  Calhoun  made  a  motion  to  dissolve  the  meeting, 
it  was  seconded  by  Carroll  King,  and  the  meeting  dis- 
solved at  11:08  p.m.
